DETROIT, Dec. 5.—(#)—Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation and the 
CIO United Auto Workers agreed 
Wednesday night to resume nego- 
tiations, as the government 
flashed the auto industry a green 
light to seek new car prices in 
line with wage increases. 

Philip Murray, CIO president, 
announced at Pittsburgh that ne- 
gotiations on all disputed points 
will be resumed Thursday in De- 
troit between GM and the UAW- 
CIO. The session is scheduled for 
2 p. m, (EST). 

The corporation confirmed his 
announcement, adding that Wed- 
nesday’s unheralded meeting at 
Pittsburgh, between company and 
union leaders had been kept se- 
cret at the union’s request. 

Previously the corporation had 
insisted that a general resumption 
of negotiations, including the 
UAW-CIO’s 30 percent wage in- 
crease demand, must await settle- 
ment of what it termed “illegal” 
picketing by its 175,000 strikin., 
production workers, 


MAY BOOST PRICES 

In Washington, Stabilization Ad- 
ministrator John C. Collet an- 
nounced that any pay increase 
raising wages up to 33 per cent 
above January, 1941, levels may 
be used as a basis for seeking 
higher prices. 

General Motors has _ insisted 
that it cannot meet the union’s 
wage increase demands within its 
present new car pricing structure. 


The UAW-CIO, in return, has 
demanded that any wage increase 
be ‘excluded as a basis for raising 
prices. 

The corporation made—and lat- 
er withdrew—an offer to raise the 
rates on all jobs by 30 per cent 
over 1941, which C. E. Wilson, 
company president, estimated 
would amount to a 10 per cent 
wage increase. 

The UAW-CIO has bitterly de- 
nounced President ‘s re- 
quest for a fact-finding barcy to 
intervene in the .two-weeks-old 
strike. GM also has been cool to 
the President’s proposal. 


CHRYSLER CONTRACT ENDS 


Meanwhile, the UAW-CIO and 
the Chrysler Corporation broke 
off their negotiations and the 
working contract terminated after 
both sides rejected offers for its 
continuance. 

Swift moves along the automo- 
tive dispute front brought these 
developments during the day:

Once elected the men in office, aware of the fact that 
only a few citizens and organizations do pay attention to 
government, are subjected to intense pressure from the 
groups which did, in fact, elect them. If the people gen- 
erally went to the polls and voted their representatives 


Also guilty is our system. 

We elect men to handle a business spending more than 
$5,000,000 annually, men who can at best give their jobs 
They all must work at other 
businesses and this fact inevitably complicates their po- 


The system of county government is guilty. 

This present disclosure should convince one and all 
that The Constitution program for a county manager is 
necessary.

Alderman presented evidence 
showing that Adm. Nicholas 
Horthy, of Hungary, joined in the 
German plot to seize Czechoslo- 
vakia and that Josef Tiso, of Slo- 
vakia, did likewise, on the threat 
that if he did not Slovakia would 
be left to “the mercy of events” 
when the Czechoslovak invasion 
came. 


Evidence Wednesday, as on oth- 
er days, increasingly marked Goer- 
ing as the efficient, ruthless man- 
aging director of the Nazi regime 
under Hitler—the executive who 
was in the center of ever: con- 
spiracy and plot, directing the 
course of immediate events. 

But Alderman showed that he 
made at least one gigantic mis- 
take. In his conference with Mus- 
solini and Ciano, he outlined Ger- 
man plans after the seizure of 
Czechoslovakia. He’ said Junkers- 
88 bombers had only just gone 
into production but by fall he 
would be getting 280 a month and 
by Dec. 31, 1939, the rate would 
be up to 350 a month. These 
planes, he said, could attack Brit- 
ain and her shipping. 

Goering said Germany preferred 
not to have a general war for 
nine months but was ready for one 
at any time. 

“All in all, however, it has to 
be stressed that the situation of 
the Axis is very strong and that 
it could defeat all possible oppo- 
nents in a general conflict,” Goer- 
ing said. 

Goering assured Mussolini that 
British war plants were still in 
the construction stage. 

The test came in the late sum- 
mer of 1940. Britain seemed on 
her knees and Goering and his 
Luftwaffe tried to clear the skies 
over England in preparation for 
an invasion. He was right that 
the Royal Air Force was small. 
But British and Canadian—and 
American volunteer-——fighter pilots 


with complete disregard of their | ™ 


own lives ripped the attacking 
German air fleets apart. The bat- 
tle of Britain was won. Germany 
never afterward seriously pre- 
pared for an invasion and Goer- 
ing was to blame. 

Prosceut@r Alderman completed 
the: first phase of the United 
States case Under count one of the. 
Berlin indictment—charging a con- 
spiracy to wage war—and British 
Prosecutors Sir David Maxwell 
Fyfe and Jones took up German 
violation of treaties. 

After the Britons have complet- 
ed presentation of evidence that 
Germany attacked in violation of 
treaties and agreement Poland, 
Denmark and Norway, Holland, 
Belgium, Luxembourg, Yugoslavia 
and Greece in turn, the United 
States will take up the attack on 
Russia and the United States. 

Germany invaded Czechoslova- 
kia Wednésday, March 15, 1939. 
Alderman introduced a letter Hun- 

arian Regent Horthy wrote 

arch 13, presumably to Hitler: 

“A frontier incident will take 
place which will be followed by 
the big blow on Saturday. ... I 
will never forget this proof of 
friendship and your excellency 
may rely on my unshakeable 
gratitude.” e 

Thus Horthy, a potential war 
crimes defendant, was implicated 
in the plot to eliminate Czecho- 
slovakia. 

Alderman also revealed how, 
Hitler told Slovak Quisling Tiso: 

“If Slovakia hesitates or does 
not wish to dissolve connection 
with Prague (Czechoslovakia) I 
will leave the destiny of Slovakia 
to the mercy of events for which 
I am no longer responsible.” 

Tiso thanked Hitler and assured 
him that he could rely on Slo-- 
vakia to do its share. 

The American prosecutor also 
reviewed the events just before 
the actual invasion when Czecho- 
slovak. Pres. Emil Hacha was 
taken to Berlin and so bullied 
that he fainted. 

Goering, who was present, had 
physicians waitmg outside the 
conference room in expectation of 
such a development and they re- 
vived Hacha. 

It was shown that Goering was 
peculiarly interested in the seizure 
of Czechoslovakia because it 
would give Germany air bases 
outside the ef’ective bombing 
range of German planes ear- 
marked to attack some Polish war 
industry centers.

Law Announced 


On Succession 
To Ramspeck 


Gov. Arnall will have to issue a 
writ of élection within 30 days 
after Congressman Robert Ram- 
speck resigns, and the election 
cannot be held «until 30 days after 
the Governor’s call is issued Attor- 
mie General Eugene Cook has 
ruled. 


The attorney general delivered 
his opinion yesterday, an opinion 
which has been eagerly awaited 
by several persons already cam- 
paigning for congress or consider- 
ing making the race for Ram- 
speck’s unexpired term. Ramspeck 
has announced that he would re 
tire Dec. 31. 


While the governor must allow 
a minimum of 30 days between 
the time he issues the call and the 
time the election is held, he may 
allow more time than that. The 
law sets no maximum. 

Cook said that when a vacancy 
occurs in the office of congress- 
man, it is necessary for the gov- 
ernor to issue his proclamation 
ordering an election to fill the un- 
expired term within 30 days of 
the date of the vacancy. 


State law requires that all can- 
didates for national and state 
offices must file notice of their 
candidacy with the secretary of 
state at least 30 days prior to the 
election date, the attorney general 
pointed out. This clearly indicates 
that the election should not be 
called for at least 30 days after 
the proclamation is issued by the 
governor, in order to give candi- 
dates an opportunity to qualify 
with the secretary of state.

Bill Favors Pay 
For Voters Aides 


Legislation to pay county tax of- 
ficers for preparing voters’ lists, 
reimbursing them with the fees 
they lost in abolition of the poll 


tax and through the homestead ex- 
emption law, will be submitted to 
the January general assembly by 
the Georgia County Officers’ Asso- 
ciation. 

Leaders of the association dis- 
cussed the proposed legislation 
yesterday with Attorney General 
Eugene Cook. They asked Gus 
Stark, of Monroe, association legis- 
lative chairman; John Cabbell, of 
Savannah, legislative vice chair- 


man; Cook, and Revenue Commis- 
sioner M. E. Thompson to prepare 
bills for submission to the full as-| 
sociation.

Among the plans advocated for | 
preparing voters’ registration lists 
was one requiring a citizen to file 
a “declaration of residence” with | 
the tax receiver at the same time 
he files his tax return. The tax 
receiver would turn over this list 
to the tax collector to be used in 
making up a voters’ list. The tax 
recéiver and tax collector jointly 
would furnish the board of regis- 
trars with a list of qualified vot- 
ers. They would be paid a fee for 
this service.

and kept 440 pujlets for her lay- 
ing flock. 

“This year I decided to im- 
prove the quality of the flock in- 
stead of making it larger,” she 
continued. “I started only 300 top 
grade sexed pullets and 50 ROP 
male day-old chicks. Raising chick- 
ens is easy, but it’s worthwhile.” 

Lydia has been a 4-H girl for 
six years and has served as presi- 
dent of her community 4-H club. 

When the Jackson family bought 
a farm in Chattooga county five 
years ago, Robertine began to 
loolt around the house and 
grounds, remembered her 4 1 
project of home beautification 
and began to work. 

Since then she has completely 
landscaped the grounds, sowin 
grass, putting out shrubbery an 
developing an outdoor living 
room. She planted a fast-growing 
evergreen hedge to screen other 
farm buildings from the house. 

“I’ve planted seven and one 
half acres of land in m garden 
project,” she _ said, Rs “raised 
30,500 pounds of vegetables. My 
mother and I canned 1,638 cans 
of food.” 

Robertine, who has varied her 
4-H projects from sewing to car- 
ing for a calf, is a member of the 
Lyerly community 4-H Club. 

Pink-cheeked ana smiling, Rob- 
ertine explained how she received 
her watch. She received the 
award the night before the Geor- 
gia delegation left Atlanta for the 
congress. 

“* thought they were just play- 
ing a trick when they gave it to 
re,” she laughed. ‘“Gosh I still 
can't believe it’s mine.” “I’m a 
person who likes to do things, the 
canning winner began, so that’s 
why I joined the 4-H Club seven 
years ago. The first year I won 
a medal in sewing and cooking 
and I guess that encouraged me to 
stick to my projects.” 

During her years as a 4-H 
member, Virginia, a 17-year-old 
freshman at Abraham Baldwin 
Agricultural College, at Tifton, 
has completed 87 projects. 
RAISES OWN VEGETABLES 

Virginia has canned 5,378 
quarts of meats and vegetables in 
the seven years. This year, she 
canned more than 1,500 quarts, 
including 150 quarts of tomatoes 
which she sold. She raised most 
of the products which she canned 
in her own garden. 

She is the first 4-H winner from 
Wayne county and has given dem- 
onstrations of the correct canning 
methods at six group meetings 
in the county. 

The national safety winner, 
who goes to Savannah high school, 
has been a member of the White 
Bluff senior 4-H Club for four 
years. 

Billy has made a safety survey 
of his home, grounds and his com- 
munity. He listed all the’ hazards 
in the neighborhood and either 
corrected them himself or asked 
his neighbors te correct the acci- 
dent traps. 

“The folks were nice about cor- 
recting the hazards,” Billy said. 
“And most of them were  cor- 
rected soon after I reported them.” 

Billy also organized the first 
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accident prevention course given 
in Georgia, which was sponsored 
by the Red Cross, He has given 
two safety talks over the Savan- 
nah radio station and has given 
demonstrations on fire-proofing of 
Christmas trees. 

The Georgia group crammed 
the last full day of the congress 
with more dinners, sight-seeing 
and last-minute shopping. 


They were entertained at lunch- 
eon, held at the grand ball room 
of the Palmer House, given by 
General Motors. In the afternoon, 
the girls visited the Museum of 
Science and Industry, and thought 
the ride through the miniature 
coal mine was “swell.” The boys 
toured the Union Stock Yards, and 
visited the Chicago fat stock and 
carlot competition and the Saddle 
and Sirloin Club. 

The busy day} closed with the 
annual dinner of the congress, 
held at the Stevens hotel. -The 
national winners were presented 
as honor guests.

Audit Shows Tech| 


1945 Improvement 


Expenses $416,084 


Georgia Tech invested nearly a 
half million dollars in lands, 
buildings and equipment during 
the past fiscal year, State Auditor 
B. E. Thrasher Jr. has reported. 

The college spent $314,596 for 
lands and buildings and $101,488 
for new equipment (power plant) 
during the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1945. It used $1,506,771 for 
current operating expenses. 

Tech’s income continued to 
mount last year, with the regents 
making a big increase in their ap- 
propriation.- The board granted 
$406,763 to Tech, as compared to 
$268,698 during the preceding 
year. Income from other sources, 
including federal grants and stu- 
dent tuitions, generally declined. 
The school obtained $71,008 from 
research earnings, as compared 
with $32,446 in the preceding year. 
Greatest increase came from en- 
dowments, which included the 
earnings of radio station WGST. 
The total endowment income was 
$439,054, as compared with only 
$28,195 for the previous year. The 
total income last year was $2,110,- 
254. In the 1944 fiscal year the 
income totaled $2,059,714, and in 
1943 it was $1,449,748. 

Tech’s enrollment was 1,446, as 
compared with 1,744 in 1944 and 
2,188 in the 1943 fiscal year. It 
had 439 ‘employes, as compared 
with 411 and. 510 for the two pre- 
ceding years. 

The auditor disallowed $2,013 
which President Blake R. Van 
Leer used in inauguration ex- 
penses, club dues and mileage.in 
excess of the 5 cents per mile au- 
thorized by law The Tech presi- 
dent has repaid this amount.

State Job Examinations 
Stripped of Qualifications 


The state personnel board has cleared the way for more persons | 
to take examinations for state jobs. | 


The action is expected to be of 
greatest benefit to veterans, E. L. 
Swain, executive director of the 
state merit system, said, but all 
persons will be affected. 

In a meeting yesterday, the 
three-man board voted  unani- 
mously to eliminate all minimum 
qualifications required of persons 
seeking admission ‘to examinations 
for state jobs at present covered 
by the merit plan, except in the 
casé of scientific professional or 
technical positions. 


The personnel board, the new) 
re- | 


constitutional body which 
placed the old state merit council, 
will set forth the jobs which fall 
into the latter three categories, 
Swain said. The recommendation 
was made retroactive. 


THE PLAN 


Under regulations governing 
operation of the state merit plan, 
a person is required to meet cer- 
tain minimum qualifications in 
order to take the examination for 
a state job. However, he is not 


denied the right to take the ex: | 
amination if he fails to measure | 


up to these qualifications but he 
is granted admission upon the 
condition that the result of his 
examination will not be scored un- 
til his case is first appealed to 
and reviewed by the personnel 
board. 

Yesterday’s action by the board 
will establish eligibility for classi- 
fication of all those persons now 
awaiting action on an appeal to 
the board, Swain said. 

The director said minimum 
qualifications have had the effect 
of barring from the examinations 
certain persons, especially vet- 
erans, who fai] to meet require- 
ments by only a small margin of 
experience or education. 

He cited the case of the veteran 
who lacked less than one week of 
the two years’ experience needed 
to qualify him for an examination.

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Georgia Teachers Must Have More Money 


The seventy-ninth annual convention 
of the Georgia Education Association gets 
under way in Atlanta today. 


The delegates who will convene here 
for the occasion represent the state’s most 
valuable and yet poorly paid public serv- 
ants. Despite the current administra- 
tion’s continuing efforts to improve their 
lot, Georgia teachers are still inadequately 
remunerated. 


That fact is clearly evidenced by the 
irrefutable statistics showing the exodus 
from the stete and from the profession in 
recent years. Despite a loyalty which 
characterizes few other groups, Georgia 
teachers in ever-increasing numbers have 
found it necessary to turn to other fields 
to earn a living. Last year, 4,475 white 
and 2,224 colored teachers resigned their 
posts in our state school system to accept 
better-paid jobs in other states and other 
types of employment. 


Some, though not all, have been re- 
placed. There are still more than a thou- 
sand vacant classrooms in the state, va- 
cancies occasioned by the inability of 
school boards to find anyone at all will- 
ing to teach for the niggardly pay now 

provided. 


Equally distressing is the fact many of 
the replacements who have been found 
are totally incompetent, either by educa- 
tion or experience, to contribute to a top- 


grade scholastic program. Of last year’s 
resignees, 3,306 had at least junior college 
educations; 1,857 had either a bachelor’s 
or master’s degree. It has been necessary 
to replace them, in the vast majority of 
instances, witl tyros of little, or no, quali- 
fication. Indeed, in at least one instance, 
a teacher who went no higher than the 
fourth grade is endeavoring to teach the 
seventh. 


Georgia, of course, is not alone in this 
predicament. But Georgia suffers dispro- 
portionately because its salary scale is 
lower than those of surrounding states. 


There is hope, at last, that the per- 
manent 12-month salary basis which The 
Constitution has so long advocated is about 
to become an actuality. But that alone 
is not enough. 


The fact that Georgia now allocates a 
greater proportion of its gross revenues to 
education than any other state is indica- 
tive of the need for federal aid. But the 
outlook for assistance from this source is 
far from heartening. The state, counties 
and municipalities will have to shoulder 
the bulk of education expenditures for 
several years yet and it is extreme short- 
sightedness not to take immediate steps 
to meet the emergency. 


Georgia teachers must have more 
money if our classrooms are not to re- 
main vacant and our qualification stand- 
ards to continue to fall. 


Atlanta Modernizes Its Building Code 


It is a matter of great gratification to 
all who have Atlanta’s growth and de- 
’ velopment at heart that city council, by 
unanimous vote, has supplanted the ar- 
chaic municipal building code. 


The adoption of the uniform code cur- 
rently recommended by the National 
Board of Fire Underwriters should have 
a salutary effect on badly-needed con- 
struction within the city limits. The 25- 
year-old ordinance which the new code re- 


places was outmoded, obsolete and fre- 
quently acted to retard progress. 


The Constitution congratulates council 
on its progressive action. We hope the 
respective governing agencies of Fulton 
and DeKalb counties will not be long in 
following suit. A uniform, over-all build- 
ing code for the entire metropolitan area 
is greatly to be desired and that adopted 
by city officials seems adequately to fill 
the bill.

The cyclotrons built by the Japanese 
could have been used by us. We act igno- 
rantly when we assume that by smash- 
ing them with hammers we have destroyed 
other people’s possibilities of building new 
and even better ones. Hitler thought to 
abolish democratic ideas by burning books 
and censoring teaching in schools. In our 
own country, and state, we have seen those 
who would censor the minds and the teach- 
ings developed by the various sciences. 


Fair to Both--- 
And Neither Like It 


Labor and management have gotten together— 
in a hurry. 
) Both oppose—wrongfully, hastily and with- 
out due thought, it seems to me—the President’s proposal that 
legislation be enacted for industries closely associated with the 
general national welfare, requiring them neither to strike nor to 
lock out. during a 30-day “fact-finding period.” 

During this period a board of fact-finders would be allowed, in 
the President’s words, “to subpoena individuals and records” «.. 
“it should make its report within 20 days and the report should 
include a finding of the facts and such recommendations as the 
board deems appropriate” ... “the parties would not be bound 
to accept the recommendations but the public would know the facts.” 

Having flexed their muscles and squared off for a show-down 
fight, both groups apparently are reluctant to miss the main bout 
... tO a decision. 

This reluctance for the public to know the facts is not good 
public relations. 

It already is the law in so far as railroads and the railway 


brotherhoods are .concerned. And it works. 

sa: Labor makes itself look ridiculous. It has been 
Ridiculous demanding that the government open the books of 
the automobile companies and see what it costs to make an auto- 
mobile. It has offered many arguments in support of such action. 

Now comes the government saying that it proposes. legislation 
which would make it possible to subpoena all records and books 
for the finding of facts—as is done with rajlroads. 

It is exactly what labor leaders have asked. 

But they all protest, loudly and a bit hysterically, 

Even the usually conservative Philip Murray, CIO president, 
declares that it will shackle labor; will destroy the right to strike, 
and so on, 

John L. Lewis, who hates the administration, sees in it Japa- 
nese-type legislation such as was handed down by the once im- 
perial. government of Nippon. 

William Green, prodded by his executive committee, sees it as 
shackling labor. | 

This is bad public relations. Moreover, it is poppycock. 

It obviously does not destroy the right to strike. It commits 
both groups, labor and management, not to strike during a period 
of 30 days. That is all. It further specifically states that neither 
group is bound to accept the recommendations of the fact-finding 
group. 

Even friends of labor will find it extremely difficult to rational- 
ize this strange and violent protest—most of it against exactly what 
they were proposing some days ago. 

Management joins in opposition. Indeed, one executive of an 
automobile company reports that instead of this law being neces- 
sary, the strike now tying up General Motors and threatening all 
other* companies, may be settled and not reach other companies. 
Miracle I am in entire agreement with William Green on two 

points. One was that the record of labor from Pearl 
Harbor to V-J Day was a miracle. 

It was. No one dreamed that the industrial skills and “know- 
how” of this country were as great as they are; not even we or our 
shrewdest enemies came close to estimating our war production, 
which was great enough to supply the Soviet Union, Britain, Aus- 
tralia, and many of the small nations of the United Nations group 
with war materials, weapons, ammunition, ships and food. 

It was a miracle of production. 

I will agree, too, that enemies of organized labor in congress 
are introducing bills which are vicious in intent and have as their 
primary purpose the destruction of labor. 

One of these bills is one which would impose heavy penalties 
on unions which violate a no-strike pledge. This is vicious be- 
cause it permits an unscrupulous employer to initiate measures 
which would be impossible to endure; which would force men to 
quit work. It imposes penalties only on the unions. This is not 
American nor desirable. There are other such bills, some cleverly 
camouflaged. We join in opposition to them. 


: Nevertheless, there are none of these criticisms 
Coming of Age attached to, or hidden in, Mr. Truman’s pro- 
posal. We assume he would veto any of the punitive measures 
proposed. 

He merely urges fact-finding and public reports on disputes in 
industries concerned with the public interest. Already applicable, 
over a long period of years, to railway disputes, Mr. Truman would 
apply it also to steel, automobiles, aviation, mining, oil, utilities 
and communications, all of which, and each of which, daily and 
hourly are concerned with the general public and national interest. 

Such legislation would not remove in any degree whatever a 
single right possessed by labor or management. It would, at the 
most, postpone the right to strike for not more than 30 days. That 
delay is required now in the law calling for notice of the intent 
to strike and the taking of a ballot—all this using up 30 or more 
days. 

It would enable organized labor to come of age, to assume, 
within the protection of the Wagner act, responsibility in a very 
real sense in that the public would be aware of the facts. It would 
protect the great majority of management against those few who 
deal in the business of trying to destroy labor and the rights of 


labor.

They called on congress to vote

Now, any earnest citizen might 
approve of one of these ideas, or 
all of them; but when 500 dele- 
gates approve all of them, we be- 
come curious about their purpose. 

No matter what was in their 
hearts, their resolution, in effect, 
meant this: 

1. We should give the atomic 
bomb to Russia. If we keep it, 
we are using it as a threat to 
make Russia do our will. 

2. We should use the taxpay- 
ers’ money to feed people in lands 
controlled by Russia, even though 
our reporters are not permitted to 
investigate ahd learn whether re- 
lief supplies are used as political 
pressure—that is, given to those 
who support Communism but de- 
nied to others. (The truth is hid- 
den only where Russia has con- 
trol. Americans, who _ furnish 
most of the UNRRA money, think 
they have a right to know how it 
is spent. 

3. Young Americans should re- 
main untrained, so America would 
have few soldiers in case of trou-

4. That committees should be

Atomic Testimony 
Proves Frightening 


WASHINGTON .—tTestimony before the spe 
cial senate committee on atomic energy has been 

: none too encouraging, on the whole. 
One after another, many ofthe nation’s leading scientists have 
appeared to give their views on the questions raised by the atomic 
bomb. Mostly their comments have been on the pessimistic side, 


’ . There was the testimony, for example, of 
Groves Warning Maj. Gen. Leslie Groves, director of the 
atomic bomb project, that possibly 40,000,000 Americans could be 
wiped out in a single concerted blow of atomic warfare. 

It could be done in this way: An enemy nation bent on a 
sneak attack sueh as the Japs perpetrated at Pearl Harbor might 
start an innocent-looking trucking service in the United States, 
serving all of our principal cities. 

At a given time each of the trucks employed in the service could 
have an atomic bomb secretly installed in it, with instructions to 
park overnight in a certain city. 

All of the bombs would be provided with time fuses, set to go 
off at the same hour. Some simple mechanism no more compli- 
cated than an alarm clock would suffice to time the explosions, 

Thus, in a single chain of blasts, all of our major cities and 
industrial centers could be destroyed overnight. 


It is difficult to see how any nation, however pow- 

No Defense erful, could defend itself against a blow of such 

‘tremendous proportions, struck without warning and aimed at its 
chief source of production. 

Some of the other scientists have shown how a few of the bombs, 

well placed and secretly planted, could wipe out practically the 


‘entire governmental structure of the United States in one blast. 


That would include the President, congress, the supreme court, 
all of the government departments, together with the supreme 
military and naval commands, all of which are stationed in Wash- 
ington. 

The question was posed how the United States could survive a 
blow that knocked out its entire governmental structure at one 
time. Even if the rest of the country escaped immediate attack, 
it would take us months to restore some semblance of national 


organization and direction. 

Wiser? When the. destructiveness of atomic energy is consid- 
* ered in this light, it is no wonder that some of our 

leading scientists have suggested that it might be wiser for the 

nations of the world to dump the apparatus we have made for 

developing it into the sea and try to forget about the subject. 

But the scientists have another concern about the bomb that has 
not been properly puBlicized. Not all of them are agreed on the 
latent dangers involved in further experimentation. 

Some of them are known to feel that, if enough of the bombs 
are set off at the same time, they may be capable of starting a 
chain of atomic explosions that would destroy the earth, leaving it 
nothing more than another flaming star in the universe. 

It is on the theory that the earth and its masses of matter is 
made up of atomic energy. Once the proper torch is applied, the 
feeling is that the same thing might happen as when a fuse is 


lighted. 

To illustrate the divergence of views among the 
Russell Story scientists, Sen. Richard B. Russell, a member 
of the special senate committee on atomic energy, tells of a bet 
actually made by one of the government experts on the subject 
that a series of world-wide repercussions would be set off by the 
explosion of the first experimental bomb in New Mexico, 

That shows the concern of some of the scientists over the whole 
problem. It also indicates the magnitude of the responsibility of 
the senate committee in devising a manner and method for deal- 
ing with the bomb.

reality a big-breakfast man. He 
is a man who can say grace over 
as bountiful a plate of provender 
as has been our joy to meet in 
many a long day.

Rapid expansion of vending 
stand enterprises operated by 
blind people will be undertaken 
as a result of decisions reached at 
a meeting of the board of directors 
of the Georgia Co-operative Serv- 
ices for the Blind in Atlanta yes- 
terday. 

The board heard from W. L. 
McDaniel, general manager of the 
Washington Society for the Blind, 
the foremost organization of its 
kind in the world, that it had here 
“a lion by the tail” and that hith- 
erto it had been “piddling with 
peanuts” when it should develop a 
program grossing $1,500,000 a year 
in Atlanta alone. 

The report of C. E. Elsas, vice 
president of Fulton Bag & Cotton 
Mills, and vice president and 
treasurer of the Georgia Co-opera- 
tive Services for the Blind, show- 
ed that since the organization for 
the blind began its program with 
its first stand in February, 10 
stands have been installed doing a 
gross business of $33,566 to Nov. 
17. Five of these stands are in At- 
lanta, and others are in Columbus, 
Macon, LaGrange, Gainesville and 
Dalton. The work is supervised 
by the Division of Vocational Re- 
habilitation of the State Depart- 
ment of Education.

NEW YORK, Dec. 5.—(4)—The 
council of bishops of the Methodist 
Church expressed opposition Wed- 
nesday to peacetime compulsory 
military training, declaring it 
would be “a denial of the spirit of 
the Atlantic Charter.”

ter field for Pittsburgh at five foot four and 145 pounds, doesn’t 
* subscribe to the old stories that Ty Cobb would never compliment 


an opponent, 


“In the 1909 World Series—Detroit ver- 
sus Pittsburgh—we started a kid, Babe 
Adams, on the mound, We had a one-run 
lead on the Tigers when one of their guys 
hit a terrific drive to center. I turned and 
caught the ball over my shoulder at full 
speed, When I came in to the bench after 
the inning, Adams said ‘Boy, I’ve been pretty 
nervous, but if you can go get ’em like that 
my worries are over.’ 

“Cobb went out of his way to come by our 
bench and say, ‘Nice catch, Tommy.’ 

“He was a great competitor. He didn’t par- 
ticularly curry favor with his opponents. He 
was playing in a tough era of baseball and he had to be tough. 


“However, since we're on the subject I'll tell you who was 
a greater outfielder than Cobb and you may not believe it. The 
name is Honus Wagner. Hans played the outfield for Louisville 
in 1899. And then, in 1900, he played the outfield for Pitts- 
burgh. The outfield was Clark, Beaumont and Wagner. Believe 
it or not, Wagner would do many things better than Cobb. 


“He couldn’t outsteal him. He wasn’t that type,” Leach declared. 
“Nor could he outhit him. But he was a better fielder, had a strong 


arm and he hit well enough.” 

: : Wagner only played the outfield 
Played Outfield 2 Years for two years and then, of course, 
he went to shortstop and became one of the all-time greats at that 
position. It is generally conceded that he and Marty Marion, the 
Atlanta boy, are the best who ever played shortstop in the major 
leagues.

The athletic association took in 
$289,207 during the 1945 fiscal 
year, as compared with $300,937 
in 1944 and $243,778 in 1943. Foot- 
ball game receipts totaled $222.- 
794, as compared with $232,266 in 
1944 and $197,487 in 1943. Other 
sports, which cost Tech $918 more 
than their own receipts in 1944, 
finished the 1945 fiscal year $822 
in the black. In 1943, the other 
sports brought in $2,518. Student 
fees declined from $6,634 in 1944 
to $5,882 in J945. Pay from the 
Army and Navy for physical train- 
ing programs dropped from $44,- 
613 in 1944 to $30,589. There was 
a gain in income from concessions, 
going from $18,342 in 1944 to $29,- 
118 in 1945.

Southern 
Furnishes 
Fireworks

COLUMBUS, hio, Dec. 5.— 
The Southern Association, led by 
its fighting president, Billy Evans, 
furnished most of the fireworks 
today as the 44th annual conven- 
tion of the National Professional 
Baseball Leagues settled down to 
actual business. 

The three double-A leagues, the 
American Association, Internation-

land, said his circuit was deter: 
mined to go major leaguish in 
1946, explaining that the proposal 
must obtain approval of the com- 
missioner of baseball, of the pres- 
idents of the two major leagues 
and the national association. That, 
unbiased persons agreed, was too 
big an order. 

The Texas League voted to live 
again and will play a 154-game 
schedule, but must remain an A-l 
league, which probably means 
that the old Dixie series is a thing 
of the past, since the Southern is 
now double A. 

An important minor league 
change today saw the Sally 
League jump from a class B to a 
class A loop, meaning that this re- 
spectable organization now holds 
a rating almost comparable to the 
Texas.

Conference scored an important victory today when Dan Topping, 
part owner of the New York baseball Yankees, announced he was 
transferring operations from the National Football League to the new

Topping, who owns the Brook-

Georgia Teachers Meet Here 
Today; Pay Raise Main Topic 


The sharply depleted ranks of Georgia school teachers begin their 
annual meeting here today and their legislative committee is pressing 


for a 50 per cent pay raise. 

School officials say that other 
jobs have proved more attractive 
to the school teachers and that the 
only way to keep qualified teach- 
ers is to pay them more money. 

Dr. M. D. Collins, state superin- 
tendent of public instruction, re- 
ports that because of low salaries 
in the teaching profession, 4,475 
white teachers who taught in 
Georgia in 1943 didn’t teach in 
1944. 

“Public education in Georgia is 
at the crossroads, or it might bet- 
ter be said, at a dead end street,” 
Dr. Collins said, and added: 

“The public school system in 
Georgia is shot to pieces and I hon- 
estly believe it is going to get 
worse before it gets better.” 

50 PCT. RAISE PLANNED 


The program drawn up by the 
association’s legislative committee, 
headed by Dr. John Allman of the 
State Department of Education, 
calls for a 50 per cent increase in 
the state’s part of the teachers’ sal- 
aries. 

Thus, this would not mean a 
doubling of the salaries of the 
teachers, except possibly in the

The salary schedule for the 
white teachers — which is drawn 
up from year to year—now calls 
for a scale ranging from $45 to 
$110 a month.

Rioting Turks 
Cry in Rage 


ISTANBUL, Dec. 5.—()—More 
than 20,000 persons surgi 
through Istanbul in a wild dem- 


onstration Tuesday, smashing 


newspaper plants and book stores, 
and crying “kill the Communists!” 

The demonstration appeared to 
develop suddenly in old Istanbul. 
It spread to the new city, across 
the Golden Horn, before police 
and soldiers restored order and 
threw a heavy guard around the 
Russian embassy. 

Many persons were 
chiefly frdm falling glass. 

The modern publishing plants 
of the newspapers Tan and La 
Turquie were destroyed as the 
demonstrators —led by Istanbul 
university and high school stu- 
dents—plunged through the shops, 
smashing all equipment. 

Each paper had been critical of 
President Ismet Inonu and often 
had been accused by other papers 
of having leftist leanings. 

The demonstration came at 2 
moment when Turkey was con- 
cerned admittedly over future re- 
lations with the Soviet Union. 
Russia canceled her treaty of 
friendship and  non-aggression 
with Turkey a month ago. 

Near Tacsim circle, the demon- 
strators destroyed the interior of 
a Russian-owned bookstore.

The overall cost of the legisla-

On the eve of the Georgia Edu- 
cation Association convention, 
Supt. Collins issued a statement 
pointing out that Georgia teacher 
training schools next year will 
turn out only a small portion of 
the teachers needed. 

The need, he said, would be for 
7,000 teachers. But reports from 
the training schools, he said, show 
that only 216 members of the 
1946 eendmation classes plan to be- 
come school teachers. 


7,000 TEACHERS NEEDED 

“To staff our schools adequately 
with teachers with two years of 
college training, we will need 7,000 
teachers next year,” Dr. Collins 
said. 

The nearly 5,000 teachers lost 
last year, he said, represented in 
the main trained and prepared 
teachers. 

“We are having to use many 
persons as teachers today who do 
not have high school educations 
themselves,” Collins added. “We 
have five times as many county 
licenses teachers during this emer- 
gency as we had three years ago.” 

Georgia school teachers are now 
paid for eleven months out of the 
year, and Gov. Arnall is known 
to favor paying them on a 12- 
month basis if money was avail- 
able without raising taxes. 

The state recently increased its 
revenue by an estimated $8,000,000 
annually by raising the warehouse 
storage fees on liquor.

“These figures I have given are 
public record and are available at 
the courthouse and should have 
been reported by the committee if 
any genuine effort had been made 
to ascertain the truth by an un- 
prejudiced investigation of the 
county’s tire purchases. Had it 
not been for the emergency I 
would not have been instrumental 


‘in any sales to the county. 


“The charges made about re- 
pairs to my car are based upon 
many false records. The former 
superintendent of the garage, who 
had charge of the records, has long 
held personal enmity toward me 
and sought to injure me in the 
discharge of my public duties by 
secretly causing false entries to be 
made. He was forcéd to resign, 
due to my investigation of his con- 
duct and his previous criminal rec- 
ord. Even taking the records as 
they now stand, my car expense 
is the lowest of the four commis- 
sioners accepting upkeep on their 
cars for use on county business. 

“Investigations of this character 
will serve no useful purpose un- 
less they are conducted by an in- 
vestigator of unbiased opinions 
who will genuinely endeavor to 
present the truth.” 

Commissioner Barrett in his 
statement generally and specifical- 
ly denies the charges leveled 
against him. 

Some of the charges against 
him, Barrett says, originate out 
of transactions initiated before he 
became a member of the board— 
that is, prior to January, 1943— 
and Barrett disclaims responsibil- 
ity for commitments made before 
that time. 

One of these charges relates to 
the grading of Londonberry road. 
This road, says Barrett, “was 
graded before I became a mem- 
ber of the board.” 

ROAD CHARGES 

Concerning another charge, Bar- 
rett said: 

“There has been considerable 
discussion about me having placed 
rock on the road to benefit Mrs, 
Lucille Hay, wife.of my law parf- 
ner, Mose Hay. Again the facts 
are that rock has been placed on 
only a part of that road and is 
still from one-fourth to one-half 
mile from four small parcels 
owned by Mrs. Hay. Her proper- 
ty cannot even now be reached by 
automobile, and if the investigat- 
ing committee wishes to see for 
itself, I'll be glad to ride horse 
back from the end of the rock sur- 
facing to her property with them. 
I say horseback, because a car 
cannot be driven to her property.” 

Barrett says he became Hay’'s 
law partner on Nov. 8, 1942, and 
not in August, 1942, as the citi- 
zens’ committee charged. 

In reference to use of a county 
automobile, Barrett referred to a 
recommendation by a committee 
of the September-October, 1943, 
grand jury. This committee found

Goody-Goodiness 
In Child Often 
Danger Signal 


By LETTICE LEE STREET 


Most parents do not want their. 


young offspring to be a roughneck 
or a rowdy. They much prefer 
an even-tempered youngster who 
poss his way calmly and is will- 
ng to live and let live. Most 
children are. of this type, but if 
they are allowed by other chil- 
dren to go along peacefully about 
their business, it is because those 
other children sense in him the 
ability to take care of himself and 
stand up for his rights. 

There are parents, however, who 
pride themselves on the fact that 
their child never gets into trouble. 

Very few people like a goody- 


goody. We instinctively distrust 
them, and with good reason. Any- 
one, man or boy, who will never 
fight back and who habitually con- 
ceals his normal impulses of anger, 
contrariness and strong self-opin- 
ion under a slick veneer of smil- 
ing self-depreciation and over-com- 
pliance is very apt to give vent 
to these feelings in treacherous 
covert ways. 

The child whose behavior is 
over-angelic should be regarded 
with concern and the reason for 
his lack of spirit should be seri- 
ously sought Goody-goodiness is 
very often indicative of repression, 
lack of self-confidence or resent- 
ment born of fear of others. These 
are exceedingly unhealthy feelings 
and easily may become the poi- 
sonous roots that eventually will 
strangle a child’s individuality and 
cause him to slink through life as 
a smirking hypocrite, begging for 
crumbs of favor, ashamed to 106k 
his own reflection in the eye. 

To win friends and to be able 
to stride forward through the 
years, we need faith in our own 
abilities and the confidence that 
we can defend our dignity and 
that we will receive respect from 
others. This confidence may be 
unsupported but it usually comes 
from meeting situatiéns, especially 
unpleasant ones. Children soon 
sense the lack of these qualities in 
other children and being the heart- 
less little bullies they frequently 
are, they will torment and take 
advantage of the playmate who 
cannot stand up for himself, 

Parents, particularly mothers, 
frequently err in handling such a 
child. They either may blindly 
fail to recognize that a dangerous 
character problem exists at all or 
they selfishly and lazily enjoy the 
peace of having such a child about 
the house. Therefore they pet and 
praise him, overprotect him and 
fight his battles for him. 

In school, in play and at home 
the youngster who is noticeably 
non-aggressive usually should be 
left in the very midst of his brow- 
beating young playmates and left 
alone to fend for himself. Adult 
interference and help should be re- 
moved. He should be shown that 
he must fight when he is bullied 
and mistreated and the first day 
that he comes home with a split 
lip and a torn shirt, there should 
be a celebration! 

But as with all behavior prob- 
lems, the parents should not over- 
emphasize the situation and urge 
a child overenthusiastically for 
they may defeat their purpose. 
Casually they should make it clear 
to the child that they expect him 
to protect himself. Once he can 
find the courage to do so he will 
have taken that first difficult step 
towards ultimate victory against 
his own defeat and simultaneously 
other children will seek him, not 
shun him. 

As child care problems come 
up, you can save yourself strain 
and worry if you can turn to an 
authoritative book for the an- 
swers.

Answer—It is dangerous to at- 
tempt to reduce the weight of a 
child under 18. That is a serious 
problem and it requires the care- 
ful supervision of your physician. 
I am glad to send the pamphlet to 
any reader over 18 who asks for 
it in writing (do not use a’ clip- 
ping) and inclose a stamped, self- 
addressed envelope. 


Do you agree that a “dead tooth 
is a menace to health as long as 
it temains in the mouth.” I am 
31. When I was 13 the dentist 
removed the nerve from a molar 
and filled the space. X-rays do 
not definitely show the tooth to 
be abscessed but are’ interpreted 
as “doubtful.” Several] dentists 
have advised extractions—some 
physicians agree, others do not.

Answer—lI’d_ sacrifice such a 
tooth only when good clinical evi- 
dence of some damage to health 
warranted. A tooth from which 
the pulp (improperly called 
“nerve”) has been removed is not 
“dead” necessarily. It may serve 
you well for many years.
